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FOUR MUSEUM EXHIBITIONS CELEBRATE THE WONDERS OF VENICE 

Can there be a city more alluring than Venice? A place of fable, suspended 
between sky and water, crowded with majestic relics of a proud history, Venice 
has inspired artists as few other cities have. Four exhibitions celebrating 
aspects of Venice and its arts open at The Cleveland Museum of Art on Wednesday, 
February 27, 1985. 

Venice: The American View, 1860—1920. February 27— April 21 
One hundred and ten paintings, drawings, and prints of Venice produced by 
American artists between 1860 and World War I. Organized by The Fine Arts 
Museums of San Francisco, where it opened to critical and popular praise, the 
exhibition now comes to Cleveland, the only other city where it will be seen. 

Kenneth Snelson; Panoramic Views of Venice. February 27-Aprll 28 
Fourteen panoramic color photographs of Venice taken in 1982 by American sculptor 
and photographer Kenneth Snelson, lent by the Zabriskie Gallery, New York City. 

Venice as City and Theater. February 27-April 21 
Ninety prints and drawings include real and fanciful views of the city and its 
festivals by 18th-century Venetian artists. 

Venice; Silk and Lace. February 27 through Summer, 1985 
Velvets, silks, and laces that adorned wealthy Venetians, their households, and 
their churches and public buildings, from the 14th through the 18th centuries.
